An opening day crowd of 12,000 saw the Grays and Slites play, 
in the Capital NNL inaugural, while 3,500 watched the Zagles and 
Yankees. In each city, rain halted the scheduled second game while 
both games were washed out in the Folo Grounds where the Cubans and 
Philedelphie Stars were booked. The Saturday Pittsburgh bill between 
the Grays and Elites likewise was mxxbadxawkaexx rained out. 

Earlier in the week, the Newark Eagles won victory number two 
by defeating the Philly Stars, 14-6, in & postponed game at Wilming- 
ton, while the Cubans earned their first loop triumph with a 4-5 win 
over the Stars in the quaker City on Saturday. 

At Newark, Sunday, Leon Day, who hurled a ho~hitter in his 
first start, won his second game, allowing the Yanks eight scattered 


hits while his mates got ten safeties and played errorless ball. The
